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ca\\ei\Berke//e~Sea $ whofe bottom in many places is verymoorifh. 
This water is inWinter very clear,but about beginniftg or in the 
midft of Summer it groXvs whiti(h,and there are then fniall green 
rlcivJspermeatiBgit;whichthtC(H:ntry-menidwellingncaritfay 
is caufed from the Dews then falling, and call it Hony-dew. This 
water is abounding in Fifh, which-is very good arid favoury. Paf~ 
finer lately o^cf this Sea at a time, when it blew a freih g-ale of 
wind, and observing the water as above defcribed, I took upfome 
of it in a Glais-veiTei, which having view'd the next day, I found 
moving in it feveral Earthy particles, and fome green ftreaks, 
fnirally ranged, after the manner of the Copper or Tin-worms, 
11 fed by Diftillers to cool their diftilled waters; and the whole 
comnafs of each of thefe ftreaks was about the thicknefs of a 
manVhair on his head: Otherparticles had but the beginning of 
the faid ftreaks all confifting of fmall green giobuls interfperied; 
among all which there crawled abundance of little animals, Ibmeof 
which were roundifli; thofe thatwere fomewhat bigger than others 
were of an Oval figure: On thefe latter I law two legs near the 
head, and two little fins on the other end of their body: Others 
were fomewhat larger than an Oval, and thefe were very flow in. 
their motion, andfew in number. Thefe amma/cu/ah&d divers co- 
lours, fome being whitifh, others pellucid : others had green and 
very (tuning little fcales; others again were, green in the middle* 
and before and behind white, others grayifh. And the motion of 
moft of them in the water was fo fwift,and fo various, upwards, 
downwards',and round about, that I confefs I could not but won* 
der at it. I judge, that fome of thefe little creatures were above 
a thoufand times fmallerthan the fmalleft ones, which I havehi* 
therto feen in chees, wheaten flower, mouW, and the like.

THis piece, compofed and printed in High-dutch > containing 
divers not inconfiderable obfervations made by aa Author, 
that lived eightyears InFetu; it was thought, the Reader would 
not be difpleafed to find fuch of the Obfervations as are futable 
with the defign of thefe Papers, Englifhed, and transferred hither. 
The Province or Country of FETU, (thefubjeft of this Book,) 
Is fituate about the middle of theGold-coaft ixiGuiny, in 57 deg. 
Northern latitude: In length reaching from Cabo Cor Jo to the bor- 
ders

dcrs of the Kingdom Abraham Brt ; in breadth , fromArwomaGruf-* 
jfa,(aSca-port between thcmountainC*^ 

Amamfro o\'Friedricbs~lmrg> belonging to thcKingof Denmark y ) 
to Commcnde. Through the middle of it runs a River, which dis- 
charges itfelf at *S7. George della Mina into the Sea. 

TheAuthor having difcourfed at large of theTowns, Forts, and 
Villages oiFettiy defcribesthe Nature and Quality of that Coun- 
try and its Inhabitants. The Soylib fertil, that there is a double 
Harveii every year, viz. in July and December ; but the Air very 
unhealthy to Grangers, efpecially in the rainy fcafon, of April, 
May, and June ; not fo to the Natives, who are not aftlided with 
that pcililentialFeavor, which commonly invades ouzEitropcans 
living there ; though they, as well asForrainers, be troubled with 
a kind of Worm, that breeds in the fleih, which, in the opinion of 
the molt intelligent, proceeds from the drinking of troubled and 
fetid waters, which the poorer iort, that cannot get or pay for 
theirPalm-wine, mud be contented with. For the cure of which 
worms they ufePaim-oyl, wherewith they anoint the placewhich 
the infedt will ilthe at, where when it appears, they wind itgently 
about a ilender twig, and fo fetch it out whole, being very careful 
that it break not. 

A* for iazNaiives, they areBlack; though the Author obferves, 
that their Children, when hrft born, are not fo, but of a white- 
yellowifh colour,- which yetinamonthorfochangeth intoblack.. 
The v take great care of keeping their teeth very white and clean, 
chawing to that, end little peeled favoury flicks, and therewith 
rubbing them ; which wood is not named here, but is faid to 
grow in Actinic, a neighbouring Kingdom. Thefe Blacks are 
herecommendecifor their excellent memories, which they culti- 
vate by the frequent repetitions of ancient actions and paffages 
hapn'd in their Country: To which is here added an Obfervation 
of their lingular ability in calling, even larger-accounts meerly in 
their heads, without uiing any writingor counters. Their whole 
year confifts only of Ei;>;/j£ months; and to avoidmif-reckoning, 
they tye eight knots in a .tiring, one every time that a new Moon 
appears. And by thefe knots- they alfo reckon their Age. 

Concerning thw Difpofitions of thefe Blacks, they are humane 
and kind when not provoked, and liberal enough (according to 
our Author,) and very corn oaffionate to one another, having alfo 
a great fenfe of gratitude : Mean time they are idolaters, revenge- 
ful and choleric when provoked , luxurious, thievifh, falfe, and 
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mailers in palliating or maintaining folfitiesj wherein our Author 
notes them to be fo ftubborn, that they will rather fuffer them- 
ielves to be tortur'd to death, than confefs the truth. On which 
occasion, 'tis here related* that v Yoiith endured a very fharp 
whipping with thorny redd& together with a rubbing of his 
wounds with Salt and Limon*juice> and a burning of the middle 
of his fingers and toe$ with i lighted Match, rather than that he 
would confefs the thing he Wa$accufed of. 

Touching their JVorfoip % and Civil Government, the particulars 
thereof are very largely defcrihed here, but are beiides our pur- 
pofe. It feems, (to touch fo much infhort,) that they, upon oc~ 
caiion, by their Prieftsconfult their Idol, cAV&Obojfum, Summan, 
or Fitifoy and receive Anfwers from him, that they facrifice to 
him, keep Holy days in honor of him, and eat and drink certain 
things in his name. They have a King over them, who yet may 
decree nothing but by the approbation and confent of the chief 
perfons of the Nation. He proceeds in the adminiftration of Ju- 
iHce not according to any written Laws, but received Cuftom, 
punifhingMurther and Theft with death, as alfofuch Adultery as 
is comitted by a Concubin ; a true wife being, in that cafe, re- 
pudiated. In their Warrs they ufeMufquets, Bows, and Arrows, 
Zables, Javelins ; and for their Trumpets they employ great Ek> 
fants-teeth. They poifon their darts with a preparation of Cro- 
codils-galL 

As to their Oeconomy, our Author relates their manner of 
Building, Houfholdftuff, Wafhings, Cloathing, Painting, Meat, 
and Drink, Marriage, Weddings, Education of Children. 'Tis 
fomewhat ftrange, that they relifh their Fifhmoft, whenfuchof 
them as are unfalted have layn feveral days expofed to the Sun, * 
and are become ftinking. Elefants-flefh is alfo a great delicacy, 
amongft them, even after it has been dead many days, and ilinks 
likecarrion. Theirdrink is Water, Palm- wine, and Bier, which 
latter they make of the great Millet and Water; after they have 
malted their Millet, by infufing it in water, and fo letting it 
thoot or fprout, and then expofing it to the Sun to dry. They 
are exceedingly addided to drink French Brandy, incomparifon 
of which they defpife all rtrong Waters made of Corn, and all 
that fort which comes hither from the Barbadoes, call'd Kill-devil. 

Difcourfingof their Marriages and Weddings, he taketh notice 
of an Herb, (which yet he names not) bearing a yellow flower, 
which is fhut in themorningand the whole day, but opens about 
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evening *> wherewith their women wafh and rub their bodies 
before they are bedded the firft time, from a perfuafion that it 
maketh fruitfull. 

They have a very barbarous cuftome amongft them, to kill 
thofe of their children, that are born with the leaft monftrofity 
or defect in any of their limbs ; as alfo one of fuch twins, as are 
born of different fexes, viz. that which they like worft; though, 
when twins are of one and the fame fexe, they preferve them 
both alive. Their Women brought to bed, are generally able 
to go abroad the fecond or third day, and to betake themfelves 
to their ordinary work and labour again. They never fwadle 
their children, but loofely put about them a piece of linen- 
cloth, and fo lay them upon a ftraw-matt to the mother. 

What concerns their Husbandry, they have chiefly two forts 
of Corn, which our Author calls the great and fmall Millet, but 
by his defcription feems to be the fame with Turky- wheat ; of 
which one grain often produces two or three ears of Corn, 
which not feldom yield five or fix hundred grains. They ufe 
no Plow, but a Mattock, for fowing; making therewith a 
furrow of three or four fingers deep with one hand, and fetching 
the feed out of a little fack, tyed about their body, with the 
other. And inftead of a Sith they make ufe of a great knife. 

The Juyce of their Palm-trees is very agreeable both to the 
tail and fmell, when drunk frefh ; and grows fo ftrong by {land- 
ing but one night, that it will, foon intoxicate. 'Tis ufed, 
when recent, againfl Obftru&ions, it being then considerably 
laxative ; and 'tis likewife fo very diuretique, that very few 
among the Blacks are afflidtedwith the Stone or Gravel. Belides, 
it caufes no head-ach, though it be drunk plentifully. There is 
two forts of them, of which they count, the one Male, the other 
Female, this bearing a fruit refembling peeled PI ams, and yielding 
an Oyl by expreffion ; the other bearing no fruit at all. The Oyl 
is both medicinal, efculent, and ferving for Lamps. The trunk 
of this Tree is good fewel ; the branches ferving for the covering 
of their houfes ; the Leaves for thred to few their cloaths withal. 
Their chief and beft fruits are, the Banannas, Baccofes, En- 
jarnos, Patattas, Aggwivre, Crojfe, Turreba, Aduba, Mala- 
gitette, Cola, Cocos, Brambas, Anajfas. 

The Banannas grow on a Tree having no wood at all, but only 
meer leaves, which twift together, fometimes to a flem of a German 
Ell thick, whichwhen'tisgrownuptwoorthreefuchEllshigh, it 
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ihtiofr fmih other leaves, (3c. And as oft as. m\t leaves gf6w 
out of this Tree* the former dry up, until the Tree do- arrive fa 
it. full growth, iud the frait to itJd™ perfection , which ho W 
k grotos, and how pleafant it is both to the Eye, Taft, and 
femell, is here largely defcribed* 

The Baccofes differ from the former only in this, that this 
fruit is ftiorter and thicker, and within whiter ; the taft alfoand 
fmell more pleafing. Of it 'tis noted, that being cut thorow 
into fiices, it prefents a perfect Crucifix. Whether Imagination 
do not herein help Superftitious men, I mull leave to the 
Autopfy of fevere Examiners of truth. 

Enjamos is like to the greater fort of our European Turnips, 
though not fo juicy and fweet as they. Their Patattas are fo 
good, that if they be boyledwith unfaltedflefh, itgivesthebroath 
and meat fo agreeable a taft, as if Rofe- water had been put to it* 

Aggtvivre is their Sugar-Cane. Crqffe is like our Hafel- 
jauts, but hath no hard fcale. furreba is a fort of Earth-apple. 
Aduba, a kind of Bean. Malaguette is their pepper, inferior to 
that of the Eq/i- Indies. Cola is as, bitter a fruit as bitter Al- 
monds, growing upon tall trees, and in coats like Cheftnuts : 
The Blacks that take no Tobacco,, ufe it to make a cup relifh* 
Brambi„s is a fmall round Limon, of much juyce, and athinihell j 
bearing leaves of an admirable fragrancy when rubbed. The 
cxprefs'd juyce of it, jaith this Author* is fen t into Europe not 
only for a condiment to meat, but alfo for the ufe of Dying. 
The Anajjas is in the Authors Judgment fo excellent a fruit, 
that he thinks it cannot be fufficiently commended, for its plea- 
fingnefs, both to the Eye, Taft, and Smell, infomuchthathe little 
fcruples to affirm it to be the beft Vegetable production of theEarthi 
obferving, that the Englifli at Capo CorJoCdllit the Pine-apple, 
and that it grows to the bignefs of a Melon, changing its green- 
cfsintoanOrange^colourwhenripe. The taft of iifweet-piquant. 

Speaking of their Fi/hery, he reckons up many forts of Fifh, 
they are ftored with, among which are the Dorado, Bonito y 
Qyjier, and Efsua or Tubaron ; of which latter fort he obferves, 
thai they emit no feed into the water, but couple together like 
Whales, he having feen a Female-Tiibaron taken, and lix or 
feven-of her young ones cutout of her belly. 

TheyhaveOxen, Cows, and Goats, but they are no good meat; 
yet their Sheep well- tafted, but very dear. EuropeanHoggs, Geefe, 
bucks ahdHenswill not thrive there. They abound in Deer, Ti- 
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gfcrs, Porcupins, Civet-cats, which latter the mofc they arc fed! 
with pulfe of meal and honey, the more Civet they yield- 

Difcourfmg of their Salt, he takes notice, that they let in Sea- 
water, which having ftood awhile, isingreatEarthen^dlelsputo- 
veragrcatfire, andboyled to Salt, which they let dry in the Sun, 
often ftirring it ; whereupon 'tis found both lb ftrong and white, 
that 'tis inferior to no European Saltwhether in taft or whiteneft. 

Speaking of the Commodities, bought of the Europeans by 
thole of Fetu and their Neighbours of Acania, he obferves, 
that they arc by Slaves carried to AJingrudm Acania, and from 
thence through Alance to Accakel, which he faith is another 
und a potent and opulent Country, twelve dayes Journey behind 
Acania, and that very Country, wherein are thofe rich Gold 
mines, out of which comes the mod and beft Gold, for which 
the European Commodities are bfbught, &c. 
II. TbeJirJiBookoftheARTofMETTALS, written in Spanifh 

by Alonfo Barba, &c. and EngliJJjt by the R. H. Edward Earl 

?/* Sandwich. London, 1674, in 8°. 

THis Piece being originally written by one, that had lived 
a considerable time in Peru at Potoji, and having been 
thought worthy to be Englifht by fo noble and intelligent a 
perfon, as the late Earl of Sandwich, we cannot but take notice 
and give fome account of it to the Curious in this argument ; 
paflmg by thofe particulars that are obvious and common, about 
the aflbciating fubftances of Mettals, (fuch as Stones, Earths, 
Juyces,) and their various qualifications, and confining our felves 
to thofe that are lefs fo, viz. 

1. That the Provinces of. the WeJI-indies do as much abound 
in Salt, as they do in Metfals , that a piece of the Sea between 
the Lipes did coagulate into a Cryftallin Salt 5 that the Salt-pits, 
calPdGtfmMfltf^^^ 

fix teen broad; that in the Lipes, four leagues from the Mines of 
St, Chrijiopber deAchocolla, in the middle of a Lake, on the topof 
a Hill, thewater boyling up, there is one fm all gutter, where it run* 
ning over, the water iiftied fortli becomes red Salt, as it runs 
along in little channels, and proves a mighty ftrong Salt, having 
double the vertue of common Salt in theworkingof Metals. Which 
Salt being an excellent remedy for the Dyfentery, 'tis thought to 
have a mixture of akindof red Allum, found alfo in thofe p^rts. 

2. That that Sulphureous liquor Naphtha and Petreolura will 
take fire atagreat diftance from the flame"; hereconfirm'dby a fad 
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inftancc, in which it came to pafs, that .1 Nobleman, having a 
Well in his ground, the water whereof was mixed with PtireoL 
and much of this water, by feme cracks in the wall, running 
to wafte, commanded it to.be repaired by a labourer, who being 
let down into the bottom of the Well with a candle (in a Lan- 
thorn,) to fee this work, the Petreol immediately through the 
holes of the Lan thorn fuckt, (as they fpeak) the flame to itfelf, 
and fet fire on the whole Well, which inftantly difcharg'd it 
felf like a piece of Cannon, and blew the poor man into pieces,, 
and took off an arm of a Tree hung over the Well. 

3. That, though Aibertus M. and others do think, Marco// fes 
contain no mettal in them ; yet Experience has taught the con- 
trary ; feeing that the diggers of the Mines of Monferrat en los 
Chicbas fjund the Ore to contain as much Silver as it did of 
Marcafite ; and that in the Mountain of Potoji there is a fine 
fort of this Marcafite, which is incorporated with the black 
Silver-ore, and is a certain fign of its richnefs. 

4. That were Orpiment is found, 'tis a certain fign of a Mine 
of Gold, whereof alfo it alwayes contains fome little particle,/ 

5. That there is a water in Peru, hear Guancave/ica, of 
•which all the cattle that drink it dye ; and which they take and 
put into moulds of what form and bignefa they pleafe, which 
being for a few days expofed to the Sun, is thereby made perfect 
jdone, with which they build their houfes : And that in the 
mountain Pacocava, a league from the Mines of Verenguela de 
Pacaguesy there are fprings (that are whitifh, inclining to % 
yellow) of ib petrifying a nature, that as the water runs along, it 
concretes into very hard and weighty ftones, of different ihapes. 

6. That there is a flome in the province of Atacama, that is 
fix palmes (or about four foot) in length, and four inches and 
a half in breadth, and two inches thick ; in form like a Table, 
full of delicate clouds, made by the compofition of its colours ; 
fome being red, and fhining, others more obfeure, as black, 
yellow, green* and white : Upon the.blackeft: fpot in all the 
fione is refembled Snow, as 'twere, falling upon it, or Milk, 
according as the White happens to be mixt with fhadow. 

7.That,whereasconcerning thofe ftones,calFdC0/z^//£r,refeml>- 
ling in their lineaments the Cockles of the Sea, fome are of opini- 
on, that thofe Shell-fifhes lying a long time in a petrifying Soyl, the 
petrific liquor converted tnem into ftone; grounding their opini- 
on upon thatcrtber, that theSea informer times hathovcrfloyvn fuch 
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Laud: AHcolour of reafen is taken away from that concdthv the 
wonderful veins of ftcne found in the hi :{h- wavjroinjf from Potofi to 
QronejtcAown thchill;whereftones are gathered h:\vingupon thc;n 
impremons of divers forts of figures in them, fo much to the life, 
that none but the Author of nature {faith our Author) could h«\vc 
produced fuch workmanfhip : Amongft with ftones one nvzy fee 
(jaithhejurtker) Cockles of all forts, with the fmalleft lineaments 
of thofe (hells drawn in great pcrfedtion; and this piaccinthehearc 
of all the Country, and the mod double mountanous land therein* 
where it weremadnefs (as ne fpeaks) to imagine that ever the Se-x 
had there only prevailed and left Cocklesonly in this one part of it. 

8. That abundance of Brhnjlone in Mines is an efpecial good 
fign of their richnefs : A coniiderable inftance whereof is the 
Rofe-colored Ore of the famous mountain of St. Ijabella of new 
Potoji) in the rich Provinceof the Lz/w, which is almoft all Plate, 
and bred among fuch abundance of Brimftone, that the cavities in 
the rocks are prefently all on fire, if a lighted candle touch them. 

9. That the opinion confining the Number of Metals to Se- 
ven is very uncertain, fince 'tis very probable, that in the bow- 
els of the Earth there be more forts than we yet know 3 and 
th-t in the mountains of Sudnos in Bohemia there was fome years 
ago r ound a metal, by them called Bifmuto, which is a metal 
between Tin and Lead, and yet diftinctfrom them both. 

10. That many excellent Mines have been found out by 
chance, and many others by Art and Induftry; concerning 
which latter divers wayes and figns are here deliver'd, ch. 24, 25, 

1 1 . That from Experience the Jirji place for riches of metals, 
may be affigned to thofe Veins that run North and South on the 
IMoith-fideof the mountain; and that the four principal Mines in 
the Mountain Potofi do obferve this point of the Compafs with a 
very littledeclination Weft ward : Thatfrom the fame ground, the 

Jecond place for that abundance may be given to them that run 
North and South, on the South-fide of the Hills j the beft veins 
of the fecondfamousMineof that Kingdom, Oruro, running paral- 
lel to that point of the Compafs ; That in divers places very rich 
Mines of paetal run Eaft and Weft, andalfo to feveral other points 
of the Compafs ; fo that the beft rule to go by in this matter, is 
to follow the metal as itdifcoversitfelf, and to purfue it, as long as 
one gains thereby or at leaft faves himfelf, becaufe being fure to 
loofc nothing one hath, the Vein m^yleidhimtr greatnehes: A/id 
if the vein be large, and have any ligns of Goiu or Silver in it ^- 

though 
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though for the prcfent it fhould not quit coft, yet men ought ta 
go on couragioufly with hopes of gaming at laft great profit; it 
havin % been confirm'dbv Experience in' all the Mines of thofePro- 
vinccs : A frefh Infiance whereof our Author alledges in the rich 
Mine of Chocaia , where after theMiners had folio w'd its Veins four- 
ty years with very little profit, at length they met with that extra- 
ordinary riches, as is notorious to all people of that Kingdom. 

1 2. That if the Metal be found clinging about {tones, and 
be found likewife in the hollows of them in grains like corns 
of Gunpowder (being that which the Spaniards call Plomo, 
'dnd is Silver unrefined,) though thefc grains be but few, an J 
the reft of the metal have no Silver in it, 'tis neverthelefs a fign 
of the richefs of the vem> when it meets with more moifturc; 
as it fell out in that great Mme of St. Chrijiopher of the Lipes, 
which they call the Poor mans trcajure. If, as they dig for- 
wards, they meet with more abundance of thoie grains de plomo % 
'tis a lign that the rich Ore is very near. 

1 3-. That Garabaya in Peru is a Country ftored with plenty of 
the finest G$A/, as fine as the fineftGold of Arabia, it being of the 
finenefs of 23 Carats and 3 grains ; which though formerly it hath 
only been gather'd up in fragments, waih'd off by rains, yet 'tis 
now wrought by following the veins of it underground ; That the 
Country Tipuane> inhabited by fa vzgc Indians, nt •; t unto Larecaja, 
is by many eye^witneiies reported to be fo rich in Gold, that thence 
'tis caird Cbacra* that is, the Farm of Gold ; where, in the time 
of therafns, the boys often pickupgoldin theilreetsin fmall bits, 
like apple-kernels: That the bounds oi Chayanta arc full of Veins 
of Gold, and that the River of St. Juan, running at the bottom 
•of the Province of the Chiques, abounds in the fame metal, &c\ 

14.. That in the circuit oi the Charcas there is fuch abundance 
of Silver-mines* that they alone, if there were no ether in the 
world, werafumcient to fill it with riches ; in the rrndd^e of the 
jurifdiction of which {lands P*?/^, 'furrounded almost with abun- 
dances rich Mines, whereof the famous one of the Ingas, called 
Porco, was the firft, out of which the Spaniards dug any Siiver* 
Th'at thofc very ancient Mines of Andarava are admired by all Mi- 
ners for their vafl depth, flrkngecontrivance, and plenty of Ore, 
which is Rich that it promifes conuaual employment for half the 
Indians of that Kingdom : That theLake,near to TobacoNimio 9 Qon- 
taim rfomuch water,aswouldmakeamnningRiver all the year long* 
V/ith which thereare driven nigh t and day an hu ndrcd Silyer-rnllh, 
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grinding the Ore gotten from its own. banks. The places arid 
names oi Hie many particular Mine's oi tiVat Count;}-, fee in chap* 
27. and 28. 

28, That the Mine calPd OJloque in fkuzLipcs was at the top, in 
amanner,a] i Copper *, 6c every Spades depth as they dixy; downwards*, 
the Ore grew more and more rich in Silver 9 until it came to he 
pu/e Silver at the bottom of the Mine, where the water increasing 
to a man's height ftopp'd them from prolecuting i ts further richefs: 
Thai 1 i ere are many Mines of Copper in thefeProvinces,and t.h * t the 
bottomsof ail the Mines, outof vvhichSilverhath been taken, have 
been found to yield great ilore of it ; lb that how many Silver- 
mines there are, lb many mines there are eileem'd to be whence 
Copper may be got alio. 

16 That thole Proviiicesarenot deftituie of Iron, though none 
employ their labour to feek it out or work it, becaufe there is 
fuch abundance of Silver that ingages their induftry. The places 
-and names of divers J&utf-mines in that Country are particularized 
chap. 30. 

1 7. That there hath been no Silver-mine difcover'd in all that 
Kingdom, wherein fome LeaJlvith not been founds which metal is 
rirely found mingled with Gold, moil commonly with Silver, and 
ibmetimes with Copper* 

18. That Tin alio is not wanting inthofe rich Provinces; there 
being a Farm of Mines* nam'd de Colguiri, not far from the hill of St. 
Philip de Aujlria de ORURO, which is famous for the abundance* 
and excellency : of 77//, gotten there, wherewith they have funaiih't 
all that Kingdom.
